Berlin — It is reported that Operation Sea Lion is on or ahead of schedule. Many 
deeds of heroism have also been reported on both sides of the great battles now 
being waged on the once-peaceful countryside of England. 

Vatican City — The Pope' gave his blessing today to the Italian armed forces, who, 
he said, "came not to France and Iberia as conquerors, but as liberators". His 
Holiness declared that the people of these lands had strayed from the fold, and 
that "not even a change of. temporal government had brought relief to them". 

Vienna — Let the Czar be assured that coastal forces moving to Budapest represent 
no aggressive move; they represent merely a defense against possible hostile moves 
on his side. The Council of Vienna assumes this precaution is unnecessary or it 
would have taken stronger measures; but we believe it is better to be safe than 
to be sorry.
